be-abſent, Half-a-Guinea each; if the Secretary 
ſhall be abſent Half-a-Guinea : And if the Preſident

THAT every Perſon ſo approved of ſhall, on his 
paying the Sum of five Guineas, be regiſtered by the 
Secretary as a Pupil to the College ; provided the 
Member or Licentiate to whom he ſhall be indented 
is not then in Arrear of his annual Subſcription. 


XVII. 


THAT every Member or Licentiate who ſhall be 
convicted of having taken with an Apprentice or
